1953, or 40 per cent of the high- 
est. acreage planted to cotton in 
any of such three years, but the 
increased allotment cannot exceed 
50 percent of the cropland on the 
farm. } 


If the additional acreage avail- 
able to the state is not enough 
to meet the 65-40-50 requirement 
for all eligible farms, the indicat-: 
ed allotment increases per farm 
shall be reduced proportionately 
to the state acreage allotment in- 
crease available. 


If the additional acreage allot- 
ment to the state is in excess of 
the 65-40-50 requirements for all 
eligible farms in the initial ap- 
portionment, the unalloted acreage 
is apportioned to all counties on 
the basis of their average acreage 
planted to cotton in the county in 
the years 1947, 1948, 1950, 1951, 
and 1952, as compared to other 
counties in the state. 


The acreage so alloted to a coun- 
ty, if any, is then apportioned to 
farms on the basis of one or more 
of the factors of past acreage of 
cotton on the farm, adjusted crop- 
land percentage factor or the same 
factors used in distributing the 
original county acreage reserve. 


Members of the Tulare county

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[Logical Arguments, Pro and Con, 
Involved In Question Of Purchase 
Of Central Valley Project By State 


Logical arguments, both favor- 
ing and opposing state purchase 
of the Central Valley project, 
have been pretty well crystalized 
by a number of hearings conducted 
by state committees, over a period 
of the last several months, and by 
statements from various public 
officials and irrigation district 
people. 

Important question marks in the 
minds of irrigation district offi- 
cials in the San Jdaquin valley 
are the status of present district 
water contracts with the federal 
government in event the state of 
| California takes over the project; 
{there is also the question of price 
for water under state ownership, 


t h e'| Whether or not the state can oper- 


ate at the present $3.50 per acre 
foot for class one water; there is 
the political angle of whether or 
not, under state ownership, metro- 
politan areas of California might 
gain undue control of the project; 
and in the field of finances, there 
is a question of whether or not 
the state of California can afford 
to buy the project, also, if the 
state does buy it, whether or not 
the federal government would then 
withhold funds for future develop- 
ment of California water. 


| Even bigger questions, however, 
|involve price tag on the project, 
which has as yet not been written 
by the federal government, terms 
and rate of interest, method of 
financing, repayment clauses as 
involving irrigation districts, and 
other basic matters. Opinion of 
irrigation district officials appears 
to favor continuation. of study of 
the entire problem by the state of 
California, to further develop per- 
tinent information. 


In the pro and con arguments, 
however, certain points appear 
logical enough, in view of avail- 
able information. If the state of 
California took over the Central 
Valley project, control would be 
brought closer to the local level 
— closer to the people who actu- 
ally use the water; operation un- 
der state law might answer some 
of the questions that are now be- 
ing litigated in court; through 
state control, eventual ownership 
of the project might be tied to the 
lands that are paying for it and, 
if a new state agency was set up 
to handle California water, ranch- 
ers receiving that water might 
have more voice in management 
of the Central Valley project. 

.Those who favor continuation 
of federal ownership of the proj- 
ect point out that under this setup 
financing is done with federal 
funds, thereby taking a load off 
the state (there are those who 
question this on the basis of the 
amount of money that goes to 
Washington in taxes compared to 
the amount that comes back to the 
state in federal grants) interest- 
free federal money is available for 
present and future construction of 


864,694. In 1885 a state census 
was made by estimate and this 
gave the population at 1,079,000.

Conclusion 
is that the present population of

“local’’ pressure groups. 
Congressman Leroy Johnson, of 
Stockton, expresses the opinion 
that state purchase of CVP would 
not result in curtailed federal ap- 
propriations in the future. He is of 
the opinion that it would put 
California in a more _ favorable 
position for future federal appro- 
priations for reclamation and irri- 
gation, since the state would not 
be on the books of the federal 
government for the project. He

of government, an opinion also 
held by U. S. Senator Pat McCar- 
ran. 

Of course, there is the basic 
question of who owns the water in 
California, a question that is now 
in court and which evolves around 
the theory that the United States 
owns and controls the waters of 
California in perpetuity on their 
own terms, as opposed to the 
theory that state law should pre- 
vail in regard to water. 

The issue of whether or not the 
160-acre limitation is justifiable 
when applied to areas that were 
in a high state of agricultural de- 
velopment when the Central Val- 
ley project was brought in, is also 
being argued, often with consider- 
able heat, and the question of wa- 
ter rights after expiration of the 
40-year life of irrigation district 
contracts with the bureau of recla- 
mation, is still a problem. 

All-in-all, state purchase of the 
Central Valley project is still def- 
initely in the formative stage,

Possible Machine 
Harvesting Of 
Grapes Seen 


Hope of harvesting grapes by 
machine was expressed by Univer- 
sity of California experts at the 
twenty-third annual Farm Ma- 
chinery conference, recently held 
at the College of Agriculture at 
Davis. 

Albert J. Winkler, chairman of 
the Department of Viticulture, 
held out small hope of mechani- 
cal harvesting of table grapes, but 
thought partial mechanization of 
the wine grape harvest was pos- 
sible, and foresaw even more com- 
plete mechanization of the raisin 
grape harvest. 

Addressing farmers, engineers, 
and equipment representatives, 
the Davis viticulturist said that 
mechanizing the harvest of wine 
grapes would be limited largely 
to various machines — primarily 
elevators — for handling the fruit 
from the picking containers to 
tanks on trucks and then unload- 
ing or dumping at the crushers. 
Actual harvesting by machine he 
ruled out “first, because of.. the 
short or spur pruning usually 
practiced, and second, because of 
the short stems, or peduncles, of 
the clusters of most of the wine 
grape varieties.’’ 

Raisin grapes, he said, have 
similar limitations, except for the 
Thompson seedless, which might 
be so trellised as to position the

Agricultural employment in the 
San Joaquin valley has dropped 
slightly in the last two weeks from - 
88,000 to 81,000, less farmers and 
unpaid families.

major part of this cost is incurred 
in shutting off water as drilling 
goes down through water-bearing 
strata, Mr. Peterson said. 

After the oil at the field goes 
through the heating tank, which 
is designed to remove as much of 
the water as possible, it spills 
over into the storage tanks, and 
from there it is carried by truck 
tankers to the Palomar Refining 
Co. in Bakersfield where it is 
marketed.
